Site  Address  -  The  address  at  which  the  company's  facility  is  located 

Site  Municipality  and  Tertiary  Watershed  -  The  municipality  and  tertiary  watershed  in  which  the  company's  facility  is  located 
Violation  Date  -  The  date  on  which  the  violation  is  alleged  to  have  occurred  or  started 

Description  of  Violation  -  A  description  of  the  violation  that  the  company  is  alleged  to  have  committed.  Environmental  Penalty  orders  can  include  1  or  more 
violations
